8 hoy Id t he operator 
want to Indicate other fructions each 
additional finger raises the Limit an 
eighth. The flat clinched sad thumb 
apUfied LeJIs the broker that .three- 
quarters la lucfiftb When It comes to 
seven eighths, Uiat fraction is made by 
forming a right angle with the thumb 
and first finger, and, finally. If the even 
figure u want id a waving movement 
of the hand \n used. 

This Is the system adopted by nearly 
evtry active broker In transac¬ 

tions, but to prevent others from fol¬ 
lowing up their orders some have an 
independent notation device fthtl WID 
communicate by signs which are 
known only to the operator and the
